Not:on which is contained in it. 
Which left I ſhould ſeem raſhly and ungroun- 
dedly to affirme,I will firſt lay down, as the Foun-

It is very cleareto any one that is of an impar- 
tiall judgment, and doth not Srxivar wwnktcn, as the 
Greeks ſpeak, Serve ſome hypotheſis already taken up, | 
That the Apoſtle in theſe words doth not onely | 
ſuppoſe a bare Similitude between the union of 
Man and Wife by Marriage, and the myſticall 
unionof Chriſt and the Church, and thence com- 
pare them together,as there isa {imilitude between 
the Kingdome of Heaven anda Grain of Muſtard 
ſeed : But that he makes one to be a Keall Type of 
theother, and the other an Archetypall Copy, accor- 
ding to which, that was limmed and drawn out. 
As the Platoniſts uſe to ſay,concerning ſpirituall 
and materiall things , Te «4.2» of ron wwiuanty 
That materiall things are but EcypallReſemblan- 
ces and Imitations of ſpirituall things,which were 
the. Firſt,Primirive,and Archetypall Beings. And 
as a deep contemplator of Truth , ſhall find no- 
thing more obvious then that of Reuchline, Deum 
ſolere nno ſigillo varias materias fignare, That God 
often prints the ſame Seal upon ſeverall matters : 
Which divers Signatures fromone and the ſame 
Seal of God,our late nobleV icounrof St. Albans 
calls,P arallela Signacula,and Symbolizantes Schema- 
tiſmos, having found out divers inſtancesof them in 
Nature, which he concluded,were not Mere [im:- 
litudines (as the Vulgar perhaps might imagine) 
But «na eademque Nature vega, diverſis mate- 
ris & ſubjetis impreſſa, Neither were the anci- 
ent Hebrewes unacquainted with this Notion, 
which ſeemeth indeed to have been the true foun- 
dation of all them Capara, as I ſhall ſhew 
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hereafter : For I find it happily expreſſed by one

In like manner I conceive God having framed 
that excellent Plot of the Goſpel, and therein 
contrived the Myſticall union between Chriſt and. 


' the Church, delighted to. draw ſome Shadowings 


and Adumbrations of it here below , and ſet the 
Seale of that Truth upon theſe Materiall things, 
that ſo it might print the ſame ſtamp and Ida, 
though upon baſer matter; and thence aroſe the 
inſtitution of Man and- Wife here below : al- 
chough indeed Chrift and the Church be Spox- 
ſus & Sponſa Archetypt , and this Man and 
Wife which we ſpeak of are but Sponſns & Spornſa 
EAyps. 

But for our better and more orderly-procee- 
ding, I ſhall obſerve three things eſpecially, which 
I ſhall infiſt upon, from theſe words alledged.

Secondly , that the making of Eve at firſt out of 
Adam, and then the uniting of both again by marri-

Thirdly, How and in what reſpefis the Marriage 
of Man aud Wife doth Typically fignifie the /nion be- 
tween Chriſt and the Church. 

For the Firſt, That the union between Man and 
Wife is a Type, whereof Chriſt andthe Church 
is the Archetype. This I prove from the whole 
ſcope of this place,wherethe Apoſtle falling up- 
on Oeconomicall duties , and firſt thofe between 
Man and Wife, be derives them wholly, and brings 
the reaſons of them, from the Relation between 
the Church and Chriſt, ſuppoſing thart to be the 
Copy and Archetype, to which the Relation of 
Man and Wife is to be: conformed. 

Firſt he begins with the duty} of the Woman 
verſ.22.

The Vnion of Chriſt and 
To phancy nothing here, bur a-bare Similitude 
betweene man and wife, Chriſt and the Church, 
wereto make S.Paals diſcourſe tobe very dilute. 

Then he comes to the duty of the Husband, 
verſ.25.which he drawes likewiſe from the man- 
nerof Chriſts behaviour to the Church. Huſ- 
bands love your wives, as Chriſt loved the Church,and 
gave himſelfe for it, and ſo onward to the 28.verſe; 
where he ſhewes. that as the VVife was to honour 
the Husband as her Head, becauſe Chriſt was the 
head of the Church , ſo the Husband was to love 
the Wife as his body, becauſe the Church is the 
body of Chriſt, verſ.28,29,30,31. 

Andthen in the cloſe ofall he gives anaccompt 
why he had uſed this Parallel all along. For thzs 
cauſe ſhall a mans leave Father and Mother and cleave 
to his wife, and they two ſhall be one fleſh, This is a 
great MyFery, 1 ſpeak of Chriſt and the Church, that 
is, becauſe The Vnion between Chriſt and the 
Church,thus Adumbrated and Shadowed out in the 
Vnion of Man and Wife is a great Myſtery. For 
this ſenſe the very connexion it ſelfe doth ſuffiei- 
cnily imply. 

I will now come to ſhew how well this doGrine 
was underſtood among the ancient Jewes, eſpeci- 
ally by the MasSTERs of the CaBara; 
which is a kind of ſecret and myſticall Divinity 
remaining 1n part yet amongſt them , that is 
almoſt wholly built (if I miſtake not) upon this 
one foundation , 9 w nv2> ww m2 >2v 
MIYE> WNL 7c.

By all this myſtically deſcribing the Communi- 
on betwcen the Church and Chriſt ; the Church 
adorning her ſelfas a Spoufe , by the holinefle 
and integrity, and good works of the Saints, thar 
ſo ſhe may pleaſe her Husband, and Chriſt ſen- 
dingdown the Influence of his Spirit again into 
the Church. There is an excellent Speech alſo 
to this purpoſe, in that ancient and famous Caba- 
liſtick Book made by R.Simeon Ben Iochat , whillt 
he lived for the ſpace of 12. yeares in a dark dun- 
geon, for feare of the Romane Periecution in the 
rimes of Trajare, and therefore called it Zohar, 
that is, Splendor ; As it he had thenſeen moſt In - 
telleQuall Light, when he ſaw leaſt Senſible, '1 
MD NDy2 P8233 WADX1 SAYD2 1% RAT 
NUNP 82900 RY2MD pP2D pr xpS0 Sanus 
WTI NTRIN) i.e. Ds*2t R, [uda, quando multiple.

Here we 
ſee, Tipheret is alſo called Col, or Yarverſitas, 
which name may very well agree to Chriſt alſo, 
in whom were conceived the [dzas of the whole 
World, and by whom the Worlds were made ; 
and Malcuth, or Cheneſeth Ifrael, is called not 
only Callah Spoxſa,but alſo Bath Felra,which may 
very well agree to the Church likewiſe, which is 
notonly the Spouſeof Chriſt,but alſo his Davgh- 
ter, lowing out from him, as Eve chat was made 
out of Adams fide, and afterward united to him, 
was his Wife, his Siſter, and his Daughter : of 
which more anon. 
Now from this opinion which the Jewes had of 
Marriage, I beleeve that ancient Tradition a- 
mongſt them did firſt ariſe, ©udd zen ſit Conjuge- 
um Hominis nifi a Des tantum, i.e. as we uſe to ſay, 
That all Marriages are made in Heaven ; expref- 
fing ſome ſpeciall hand of Gods concutrence in 
it, becauſe it had a Typicall fignification of a Di- 
vine Myſtery.

And it is very pertinent to this purpoſe, what 
2 late Auihor reports of two Ancient Sects of 
Religion in the Orientall Parts, the one of the 
Banians', Natives of India , which ſeem to have 
been the Remainders of the ancient Brachmannes, 
whoſe Name their Teachers and Dodors yet re- 
tain. The other of the Perſees , Perſians by Nati- 
on, which ſeeme to have deſcended from the Fa- 
mous Mags, the Father whereof was Zoroafter, 
whom they {till honour (as I take it) under the 


name of Zerrooſt, Of the firſt the Authour re- Pag ct, 


lates, That they marry about the ſeventh yeare of 
their age, becauſe they account Marriage one of 
the moſt bleſſed ations of Mans Life, without 
which to dye were a great unhappineſle.- And of 


the other, That when any one amongſt them dies,P-g-47 43- 


before Marriage, they havea Cuſtome to pr 
-fome Mans Sonne or Daughter to be matched fo 
the Party deceaſed, attributing this to the ſtate/of 
Marriage, to be a means tobring people to happi- 
neſle eternall in another World. / 

I have often thought the Egyptians had\ ſome 
reliques of an old Traditionconcerning this-very 
notion which we have ſpoken of leftamong them, 
ſrom that which P/ar27ch mentions of themin 
the life of Numa, upon the occaſion of that fami-

We learne from all this which hath been ſaid, 
the true reaſon why the Scripture ſo often uteth 
toexpreſſe the Relationof Chriſt and the Church 
under the Notion of Man and Wife , or Spoxſus 
and Spozſa, both inthe Old and New Teſtament. 
Inthe 45. Pſalm and the Song of Solomon through- 
out. And Iohzthe Baptiſt uſeth the Words x47; 
and :vpei& as if they were in a maner ſynonymous, 
Toha 3.28,29.1 am not the Chrift, but I am ſent be- 
fore kim, be that hath the Bride is the Bridegroome, 
this Notion being then very familiar amongſt 
them. In the 22. of Matthew the Kingdome of 
Heaven is compared to a King making a Aarri- 
age for his Sonne. The Apocalyps ſpeaks much of 
the Marriage of the Lamb , and there be divers 0- 
ther places to the ſame purpoſe. Wherefore 1- 
dolatry and falſe Worſhip alſo in the Church of 
God, is expreſſed underthe Notion of Spirituall 
Fornication z and no one Scheme of Speech or 
manner of expreſſion is fo frequently and con- 
ftantly made uſe of throughout the whole Scrip- 
ture as this 1s. In all which places and the like, 


we 
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we muſt not conceive a Metaphore, but a Myſtery. 
And perhaps Chriſt himlelfe intimated this 
Myſtery in his manner of Life and converſe here 
upon earch, For ſome * Divines have wittily con- 7.u4.7;>c: 
ceived, that amongſt miny other good reaſons 4 rei. 
which may be given, why Chriſt ſhould live an 
Vamarried Life, this might be one alſo, to ſhew 
that hee was Spoxſus Eccleſie , The Spouſe of the j 3 
Charch, ; 
And I cannot here forget how elegantly this 
Notion was expreſſed by an Old Syrzack Philoſo- 
pher in an Enigmaricall Poeme De Sapzentia Devi.

Thus I have done with the firſt thing which I 
propounded, That the Y 107 of Man and wife is a 
Type. whereof the Y nion of Chriſt and the Charch is 
the Archetype. I come to the ſecond. 

That the Making of Eve at firſt out of Adam, 
and the Vniting of her againe to him, which was 
the firſt Originall of Marriage, was Typicall of 
Chri# the Second Adam , and bis wife the 
Charch, 
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Church. And this I prove from the 30.and zr. 
verſes, where the Apoſtle uſeth thoſe very words 
which were ſpoken of Eve,in Gezeſis , when ſhe 
was made out of Adam, concerning the Church 
and Chriſt. For we are members of his Body , of his 
Fleſh, and of his Bones , For this cauſe ſhall a man 
leave his Father and Mother , and be toyned to his 
wife, and they two ſhall be one Fleſh, Where leſt wg 
ſhould be miſtaken, as if theſe words of the latter 
verſe were ſpoken onely of Man and Wife , and 
did not allude to Chriſt and the Church, as the 
Words going before did, to which notwithſtan- 
ding they were immediately ſubjoyned by Meſes 
in-Genefis: he addeth, This is 8 great Myſtery, but I 
ſpeak (all this while) of Chrift andthe Charch, 

"Tis true, the Apoſtle doth not here go about 
to prove that there was any ſuch Myſticall mean- 
irg in that paſſage of Moſes his ſtory ; neither 
coth he bring it out as if it were a new thingto 
thoſe converted Jewes to whom he wrote. But as 
that which was well enough underſtood amongſt 
them, and therefore certainly they had ſome Ca- 
bala, or received Tradition concerning ſuch an 
interpretation of it. VVhich that ingenuous Au- 
thour Petrus Cuneus well obſerved, De Rep.Heb, 
L1b,,,Cap+8. where having ſhewn that divers pla- 
ces of the Old Teſtament are expounded in the 
New, according to ſome Cabala, which they bad

Bur laſt of all, for the fuller conviction of this 
Propofition which we have laid down, that The 
Making of E ve out of Adam, did type out ſomething 
anſwerable in Chriſt and the Church, it will not be 
amiſſe, to conſider what an elegant Parallel there 
is to thar Type in the Antitype. For juſt as Eve 
was made out of Adans fide when he was aſleep 
in Paradiſe, ſo when Cbriſt was ſleeping the ſleep 
of death upon the Croſſe, was his {ide likewiſe 
opened , and out of it flowed forth Water and 
Blood, one for the juſtification, the other for the 
SanQiftcation ofthe Church , or elſe, as Saint 4#- 
ſizne and others of the Fathers will have it, the 
Types of the two Sacraments, Baptiſme and the 
Lords Supper. Whence is that of Saint /erome, 
in his Epiſile Ad Pammachium, Evan typo Eccleſie 
de Coſta viri edificaiaeſt: And of Saint Auſtiz, in 
his ſecond Book De Symb. Dormiat moriendo, ape- 
rtatur ejus latus & Eccleſia prodeat Virgo , ut quo- 
modo Eta fatta eft ex latere Ade dermientts, ita Ec- 
cleſia fafta fit ex latere Chriſti morientis, 0 in cru:

4am before the Fall to be thus a Type of Chriſt, 
for if it were not too long hereto diſcuſſe, it 
might be eafily proved that there were Types in 
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The Vnion of Chriſt and 
Paradiſe, Neither can I beleeve that the Tree of 


Life had in it a Naturall Power to preſerve from 
death, as Goropius Becanus perhaps might dreame, 


bur that it was a Typicall and Sacramentall thing, 


the myſtery whereof ſeems to be unfolded Rev, 
22.3, where we have a deſcription of another 
Paradiſe, of which alſo, to my apprehenſion, the 
firſt Paradiſe it felfe was a Type. For though I 
dare rot confidently averre that which the Noble 
Picus took upon him to defend, Sz. x0 peccaſſet 
Adam Deus fuiſſet incarnatus ſed non crucifixas; 
Although the ancient Jewes ſeeme to have beene 
of that opinion, when among five things, which 
they ſay were created before the world, they make 
Meſſiah the Son of David to be one, meaning 
thereby, as a learned Scholiaft of their owne ex- 
pounds it, that he was abſolutely and primarily in- 
rended in the Creation of the World, And Ter- 
zall;iaz alſo,it I underſtand him aright,in his Book 
De Reſurreftione carnis, Quodrunque enim limus ex. 
primebatur, Chriſtus cogttabatur homo futurus— 
Ftlimus-ille jam tunc imaginem induens Chriſti i 
carne, non tantum Det opus erat, ſed  pignus, Yet 
however there might well be Types of Chriſt in 
Paradiſe, becauſe God ever intended Chriſt in 
the World, upon the ſuppoſition of mans Fall, 
which he at Icaſt foreknew. Sure I am the A- 
poſtle tells us plainely, that the firſt Adam was 
Tyres 5% wimhovr'ss, ROM 5. 14. A figure or Type of 
him that was to come. And ſo R. Menachem of Rika-

thgn BI AMY mioM i.e. The Forme of the 
Inferior kdam, myſftically ſignified the Forme of the 
Superior Adam.. And as Adam was thena Type of 
Chriſt, ſo might Eve alſo be of the Church; nei- 
ther was fhe {o called without a Myſtery, ſor the 
Church indeed is the True Chauuab , the AZo- 
ther of all living, of all thoſe which live the Life 
of Grace here, and of glory hereafter, 


I come to the Third and laſt thing, From theſe 
Words, to ſhew How and in what Reſpefts this 
Fnionof Man and wife ly Marriage, doth typically 
fignifie the Myſticall Fnion of Chriſt and the Church... 
Which is not barely by the Naturall Conjuncti- 
on of them, for there muſt be ſome Poſitive and 
Infticuted Circutnſtrnces to makea thing proper- 
ly tobea Type. And they are chiefly thoſe two- 
which are contained in thoſe words in which the 
Primitive inſtitution of Marriage is expreſſed. 
For this cauſe ſhall a man leave Father and Mother 
and be joyned to his wife , and they two ſhall be one- 
Fleſh, where are two things of Divine Inſtituti- 
on concerning Marriage implyed. Firſt, that eve- 
ry man ſhould have bur one Wife, and that is to 
Type out the Union betwixt Chriſt and his Oze 
O nely Churchexpreſſed in thoſe Words, They Two: 
ſhall be one Fleſh, againſt Promiſcuous conjunRi- 
on and Polygamy. Secondly, That a Man may 
not put away his Wife for any cauſe (except that 
of Fornication) whe: it is ſaid, They ſhall be One 
Fleſh, ro type out the inſeparable and indiſſoluble 
Vnion between the Church and Chriſt. againſt 

Divorce. 
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The Vnion of Chriſt and 
Divorce. For that theſe two, Polygamy and Di- 
vorce, are in themſelves abſolutely againſt the 
Law of Nature, I think will hardly ever be pro- 
ved. And thcreforeour Saviour, etth. 19. goes 
about-to ſhew them both to be unlawfull, nor. 
from the Law of Nature, but from chat Pri- 
mitive , Poſitive Inſtitution which wee have 
before ſpecified , in theſe Words. Have you 
not read that he which made them at firſt , made 
them Male and Female, and ſaid , For this cauſe 
ſhall a Man leave Father and Mother, and cleave t0 
his Fife, and they Twain ſhall be one Fleſh , W heree 
fore they are no more twain but one Fleſh : what there- 
fore God hath joyned together let no man put aſunaer. 
They ſaid unto him, why did Moſes then command to 
gritea writing of Divorcement, and to put her away * 
He ſaith unto them, Moſes becauſe of the hardueſſe 
of therr bearts ſuffered them to put away their wives, þ 
but from the beginning it was not ſo, Where al- 
though it be ſaid , that it was for the hardneſle of 
their hearts that they were allowed to put away 
their Wives with a Bill of Divorce, which may 
be affirmed likewiſe of the other, the permiſſion 
of Polygamy amongſt them z; Yet I cannot be- 
leeve that God would have ſuffered theſe two, 
Polygamy and Divorce to have continued fo 
long in his owne Church, and that with ſuch 
ſeeming approbation, if they had been direaly 
contrary to the Law of Nature, which he dorh 
nor, ſome ſay, cannot diſpence with. Bur it is in 
his owne power to diſpence with his owne Poſi- 
tive Inſtitutions for a time, more or leſle, as he 
pleaſes. . Now 
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Now if it ſhould be objected, that in the He- 
brew Text Ger.2,24. there is nothing that may 
ſeem to prejudice Polygamy,becauſe the Word 
T w o, upon which the chiefe ſtreſſe of that No- 
tion lyes, is not there to be found, it being read 
thus.In8 Ne2> wh And they ſhall be one Fleſh. 1 
anſwer, That though perhaps that Word may be 
Vnderſtood and boxrowed from the Context, yet 
I ſtrongly beleeve that it was read alſo inthe anct- 
ent Copies of the Hebrew Bible. Not one!y be- 
cauſe the place might elſe be caſily eluded ; and 
we ſee that the Jewiſh DoQors notwithſtanding 
doe all generally hold to this day that Poly- 
gamy is lawfull; as Maſter Seldez hath largely 
ſhewed, in that incomparable worke De [ure Ne- 
turali & Gentium: but alfo becauſe this is ſoure 
ſeverall times quoted in the New Teſtzment , in 
this manner, *Ecxrmw & es. They two ſhall be one 
Fleſh, and ſometimes, ſo as that the chicfeſt ſtreſle 
lyes upon that word. And becauſe divers arcient 
Tranſlations read it in the ſame manner : beſide 
the LXX. whence perhaps it is quoted in the 
New Teftament, the Chaldee Paraphraſe of 1074- 
than Ber. V ziel, mn N25 WPI nm FF 
erunt ambo in Carnem unam : and 2 Manuſcript 
Syriacke Metaphraſe . produced by AMo71rus, 
$00..D TOA OO. Coz O Et erunt 
amt Caro una, Butlaſtly, that which is moſt of 
all confiderable , although rheſe Hebrew copies 
which now we, have , received from the Jewes, 
read-it otherwiſe, yet that incompar:ble Amiqui-

.Now that both theſe Circumſtances of Law- 
full Marriage, were inſtituted ro Type out ſome- 
thing in the Vnion between Chriſt and. the 
Church ; was very well underſtood by Saint 4- 
ſtir, who obſerves firſt againſt Polygamy , in his 
Book De Bozo Conjugal: , thus; Nuptias Chriſtia- 
norum cumuna tantum Y xore,Sacramentum eſſe V xt- 
tatis Fccleſie Chriſto ſubjete: Andagainſt Divoree 
in his Book De Nuptits & Concupiſcentia; 9u0nt- 
am ſane non tautum fecunditas, cujus frutus in prole 
eſt, nec tautum pudicitia , cujus vinculum et fides, 
UVerumetiam quoddam S ;cramentum Nuptiarum come 
mexdatur fidel:bus conjugatts ; unde dicit Apoſtolus, 
Veri diligite uxores veſtras ſicat Chriſtus dilexit Ec- 
clepam. Huius proculdubis Sacraments res eſt , ut 
mas 0 femina connubio copulati, quamdiu vivunt 
enſeparabiliter perſeverent , nec liceat excepta cauſa 
fornicationis 4 contuge coniugem dirimi, Hos enim 
cuftod:tur in Chrifto & Eccleſia, ut vivens cum Vi.

his ChurcheSo he in his Book De Exbortatione Ca- 
Aitates, (um Apoſiolus in Eccleſram & Chriſtum 1n- 
terpretatur, Ertunt duo tn unam carnem: ſecundum ſpt- 
rituales nuptias Eccles # & Chriſti, (unus entm Chri- 
ftus, & unaeias Eccleſia) agnoſcere debemus dupl:- 
catam & exaggeratam eſſe nobis unius Matrimonte 
Legem, tam ſecundim generis fundamentum, quam 
ſecundum Chrifls Sacramentum, _ De uno Ma- 
trimonio cenſemur utrobique, & carnaliter in As 
dam , & ſpiritaliter in Chrifio, and often elſe 
where. Although this opinion be direQly con- 
trary to the Apoſtles Rule ſomewheregivenzand 
if Ter:ull;axs Rigour had not miſ-led him, hee
